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Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen :— 
I can not express in words my feelings for 
the honor you have conferred upon me in 
your selecting me from the vast throng to 
deliver the Convention Oration. 

1 lmve chosen as my subject " The Deaf 
Man's Place in Nature. " 

The moment man arrives in the world 
he begins the struggle and battle to win 
the place in the plan of Nature he is in- 
tended to occupy, and continues the 
struggle as long as he lives. 

I shall, in course of my remarks, repeat, 
from time to time, what I have said before, 
either from the platform or through the 
press. I shall endeavor to show you the 
place the deaf man should occupy, and the 
reason, or reasons why he does not occupy 
tins natural place. 

We shall not antedate the Itible in our in- 
vestigation. 

The first mentioning of the deaf in the 
Itible is found in fouith Chapter, eleventh 
Verse of Kxodus: "And the Lord said unto 
him, who hath made * * * * the deaf ? have 
not I the Lord?" This is said God to 
Moses. Moses Complained that he was 
slow of speech, and of a slow tongue. < ><xl 
promised to be with his mouth and leach 
him what to say if he would go forward. 

He told Moses to endure his defect, lie 
made it. 

In St. Mark 7:33-37 we read of Christ's 
opening the ears of one deaf person 
brought to him, (Ephphatha) "be thou 
open," he said, and the man both heard 
and spoke. 

No one but Christ has had the power to 
restore deaf ears to normal . 

The deaf child is the child of nature, 
and he remains such until misled by others. 
Unable to hear all that is said he does 
not receive any of the benefits of the 
parent's heart to heart talks. Me moves 
by observation alone. He observes easily. 
1 y every move, or motion, is spokeu 
language to him. 

With those persons who bcrnine deaf in 
after years, even five or seven, they have a 
very dill e 1 r 1 1 1 1 .

During my connection with the Mary- 
land State School for the Deaf, I b 
long wished foi opportunity to study this 
child of nature in it . home, I have seen 
it in the i-it y palai ■<•, and the hack woods- 
hut, and all the degrees from one of these 
to the other. 

frequently I found two in one family. 
There was not a great degree of difference 
in any of them. All seemed to be happy 
and contented with their lot, being iguo- 
nint of the lot of the liuiidiida of deaf 
persons likewise, who were living the lives 
ol normal persons. 

In every case there was used a rude sign 
language. In one case two little brol 
had a perfect system of signs, all then 
owu, and it was astonishing how they 
helped each othei to explain what was 
transpiring. 

With the parents, in every case almost, 
there was an amazing limit of knowh'dgr 
aa to the possibilities of the deaf Kvery 
time I BTged them to allow their boy to go 
to school they would say "How would you 
teach himr" or " How can you teach ens. 
so stupid as he is ?" 

There were some parents who had heard 
ot the school, but regarded it as an Asylum, 
of the class of the They refused 

to allow their child to go to such an instil 11 
lion. Many parents' pride led them to 
■ eal their children's deafness. When 
the school was duly explained to theui, the] 
one anil all, wanted then 1 liildiin taught by 
the Purs Oral Method, ninny adding " for 
( tod's sake don't let my child learn those 
nasty signs." 

This was mostly the request of city peo- 
ple who had seen deaf persons converse, 
but of course, did not comprehend their 
method, and therefore could not see the 
good in it. To such persons the signs, sa- 
il ly as carelessly used by some, were 
v and repulsive, even disgust 
ons, who have never eaten lo! 
1 it as a nasty article of food, but after 
these persona have boarded at a Balti- 
moie hotel lot two weeks, instead ol 
garding it as nasty and sickening will 
style it as "some class." 

And so it is with the beautiful and useful

Dr. A. C. Gaw, late of the College 
Faculty, in his " Legal Statistics," said 
that he could not find a record of a deaf- 
mute, who had received a fair education, 
being indicted for homicide. " On the 
other hand among the illiterate deaf-mutes 
crimes of violence, from simple assault to 
murder in the first degree, have been re- 
markably frequent." 

Among the educated deaf and the educa- 
tors of the deaf, I believe, it is generally 
conceded that petty crimes are more fre- 
quently committed by the deaf, because the 
criminal realizes the Court is usually moved 
by sympathy to deal lenieutly. This should 
never be. The deaf criminal should get 
the limit as an example to others, as well 
ss for himself. 

1 11 every way the same should be required 
of the deaf as of the hearing. 

The deaf every where have greater re- 
spect for the deaf of Texas for their bring- 
ing about the repeal of the law exempting 
them from tax paying. The author of the 
laws, perhaps, was a large hearted and well- 
meaning man, but he surely knew nothing 
of the de 

No self-respecting deaf man desires to 
be exempted from doing his duty. And 
none wishes to lie regarded as being in- 
ferior to any noimal citizen. 

In ancient times the deaf man was not 
allowed to go to law, nor to lie taken up as 
the defendant in a lawsuit. He had only 
the legal rights the insane had. 

In later days he was allowed citizenship, 
but all lineal ioill ami answer had to be in 
spoken language. In those days written 
language was nothing. Kings made their 
marks. Soon writing was used, but the 
Attorney would use this mode to win his 
case over the deaf man, by writing his 

Questions in words too learned for the 
eaf man to comprehend. 
tie could not reply and was accused of 
Contempt. In oral trials simple words were 
used, which meant a different thing. Now- 
adays we are getting closer to nature in the 
Court Room doings, and let the credit go 
to the deaf themselves for this step forward. 
Kver^r deaf person can and shall have an 
interpreter. He shall be aaked the 
questions, and make his answers by signs 
if he so elects. No Court of this era wi II at - 
tempt deny him this right.

In the early days of our American Schools 
h Inte and left early. 

There was not time for the elementary 

branches much less for speech and lip-read- 
ing. There were no funds to vouch speech 
teaching eitliei . 

Hut for fifty years the American deaf 
child in the same schools have been given 
every opportunity to learn speech and lip- 
reading. This same period has also given 
this Nation an Opportunity to prove that a 
hoi 11 deaf child could begin to study ami 
speak ami advance without use of signs as 
rapidly as with the use — the child* < 

Ita] Schools, I mean. They have 
proven the reverse to the claim. 

There is no such a thing as an absolutely 
" Pure Oral School." Signs and spelling 
and pictures are freely used. It is now 
lilisheil fact that a deaf child can 
learn lo speak and read lips earlier by the 
aid of signs ami hand spelling.. 

A little deaf child is plastic clay in the 
hands of those about him. He can be led 
01 misled, enlightened 01 benighted. 

There are no persons in this world as well 
qualified to say any deaf child needs as the 
deaf themselves, who have been through 
the mill, and a very limited number of 
healing persons, who have given years to 
study of the deaf, and who arc entirely free 
fioiu all political and private taint 

There should not be a School Hoard in 
the United States without one or more cap- 
able deaf men on it. The majority of the 
member ol the Hoards know nothing at all 
of the needs of the di 

There should lie several deaf men and 
deaf women on each faculty, to whom 
the pupils could look up to as examples, 
and monuments of efforts, foi en deal 
child looks up to a hearing teacher, he 
he or she ever so humble. He never 
makes an effort to equal his teacher for 
the lone reason the teacher, hears and 
studies along other lines. No matter how 
intelligent the deaf teacher, the pupil sees 
what a deaf (htsoii has accomplish. 
knows it is possible for hlui to accomplish 
as much. 

Any school that has not turned out men 

able ami honorable enough to occupy 

nd and on the Faculty is 

aid seek a remedy, or go 

out of business. 

The positions the deaf have occupied 

and still occupy, as far as they are from 

nature, is due to hearing people. The 

■ parent is not fit to reel a deaf 

child. And likewise one half of the teach 
era and members of Hoards are wholly un 
iiiialilied for their places.

dents continually complain of this. 

They should be ousted and persons know- 
ing something of the deal given their 
places.

All lectures and platform discussions in 
our schools must be delivered in the sign 
language. The American deaf in their 
respective States should force the Legis- 
lature to compel its use. How long will 
the adult deaf sit around with hands Folded 
and see the denials of Nature's one lone 
way to gain knowledge and pleasure ? 

The most ludicrous thing I ever witness- 
ed at a Convention or Congress of Instruc- 
tors was an incedeut at Morganton, N. C, 
Congress in 1905. 

It was regarding chapel services. After 
all these years of experience in methods, 
think of a man proposing to conduct .chapel 
services orally t The Superintendent said 
he had met with success in oral chapel 
services I 

You know the deaf person who can read 
a whole lecture or sermon from start to 
finish is yet to l>e found. 

I know quite young pupils who are 
expert lip-readers in conversation, who can 
pose for two or three house in a sign lec- 
ture by some great man while they can 
not pose half an hour for a lip-reading lec- 
ture. 

Another Superintendent proposed spell- 
ing out the services I 

It is time that the deaf see that such 
waating of time is stopped. The object 
of chapel services is sacred. Humanity 
can endure so much, and no more. 

Those of yon who have never attended 
a Combined System School have no idea 
what you have missed. 

As it is absolutely impossible to under- 
stand a platform lecture or sermon from 
start to finish by watching the lips. Von 
have never in your lives enjoyed either 
until you acquired a knowledge of the sign 
language. 

In this, the very youngest pupils in a 
Combined School exceed you. They have 
the full beuefit of a daily lecture. 1 

e of twenty-six lectures a mouth for 
nine months (wo hundred and thirty-four 
a school year — against not one the oralists 
receive. 

The school period embraces ten years, 
making a total of two thousand, three 
hundred and forty lectures and sermons, to 
the oralists' nothing. And how many 
special lectures do the Combined System 
pupils get? 

The sign language should be made a 
National Language, and as much attention 
given it as given English. 

Ml our regular school children are 
forced to study Ancient and Modern Lan- 
guages of little or no service whatever to 
tlieiu. Why not require them to study a 
language they could use every day ? Our 
several States stand in their own light. 
They are holding the deaf down and pav- 
of it. 

There is nothing more valuable, and yet 
easy to leach the children, than the hand 
alphabet. 

It every American could use the alphabet 
the deaf man would be near to nature's 
li m. 

The Para Oral advocates are all hearing 
people. They do not need the use of the 
sign language under any condition for 
tbeii own pleasures. They are out for the 
dollars, and the deaf may be happy or 
sorrowful for all they care. 

The deaf every where must force this 
monopoly to the wall. 

I used to be s Pure Oralis!, but 1 know 
more to-day. We live to learn, and learn 
to live. 

I once supposed the pupils of Pure Oral 
Schools were in eveiy respect the same as 
normal pupils as far as talking and study 
went, 1 find by an impartial investigation 
(bat (he reverse is (rue. Instead of find 
ing them fully restored to society, I find 
that they are less desirable than the genu- 
ine deaf-mute by reason of their unnat in aj 
voices. 

1 find also that these people have an ex 
ceedingly limited vocabulary of luith 
spoken and written words, while the 
genuine deal mute is continually increas- 
ing his already large vocabulary. 

Those deaf pei sons who speak are among 
the poorest spellers living. Thia is due to 
then having to spell words as they are 

aronounced to rensembar how to pronounce 

them, and also spell them as they are spelt, 
in writing or vocally. There is continual 
confusion. Most normal persons, who are 
even eloquent speakers, aie tutor spellers. 
* The Oralists are deficient 111 the eleinen 

branches, M their valuable time usually 
allotted for study is consumed in speech 
work. 

It is spelling, whether written, orally, or 
on the hand, and not signs that interferes 
with pronunciation. Deaf persons who 
do not speak need know but one right way 
to siiell wonls. The deaf-mute has only 
one thing BO think alioitt mil one way 
• , then the opposite — never forced to 
spell improperly. 

And this is tile point I wish to Is 
upon, in voicing the Combined System, 
The OraHets claim thai tin aid not 

learn the sign language it they wish to he 
speakers and lip leaders, because they are 
mentally Inferior. They are only aide to 
rciueinlter one thing — that is they have 
only horse sense. 

Can and should mastei 
the sign language, just to ptove that it not 
only does not conflict with speech, but is 
an aid to it. 

At the World's Congress of the I 
St. I.ouis in ion.), M iiikland, of 

Great Britain, said that the social standing 
ot the deaf was highest in Scotland because 
otnbined System was used in the 
Schools there.

Mr. Martin Cz.empin, of Berlin, at the 
Congress, said the deaf had seventeen so- 
cieties and use signs freely. 

The three papers by Frenchman — all 
agreed the sign language was a necessity, 
and that in their country it was used with- 
out regard to school method. They open- 
ly declared America's methods far superior 
to theirs. 

The era is how here for the Combined 
System to become not only our enforced 
National System, but World's System. 
Every child, hearing and deaf, black and 
white, should be compelled to master the 
single-hand alphabet before he or she is 
permitted to leave the primary class. 
Children learn easy. 

When I started to school I gave the 
children at my home town cards by the 
hundreds. To-day there are scores of 
young men and women using the alphabet, 
ami that means a lot of pleasure and con 
venience for me. 

So pleased am I over the outcome that I 
feel the deaf are delinquents until they 
force the Legislature of their respective 
States to require it taught in all schools. 

It will Ire to the State's advantage. It 
pays thousands to educate the deaf, and of 
what use is it if t)iey can not get the high 
positions they are capable of filling merely 
because the employer or foreman can not 
converse with htm! 

It ia up to the deaf of our great and good 
country to do a little sledge-hammer work. 
The deaf are few in number- -so were the 
Colonists. A little unionism, a formation 
of a revolving wedge, and it goes. 

When every person can spell on the 
hands, the deaf man will lie on the thres- 
hold of the place nature intended he should 
occupy, and not In-fore. 

You all know how we will desert our 
own blood relatives and sweethearts and 
elbow our way to the youth or child who 
can spell. 

It is the most miserable ordeal I have to 
put up with, riding or walking with a 
normal person, who knows nothing about 
the deaf. 

It is most difficult for a deaf youth to 
get an apprenticeship, for the lone reason 
the foreman can not talk to him. 

At this age, so long as this deplorable 
condition of affoirs exists, the youth must 
have a trade when he leaves school. The 
maiden also a trade, or an expert in domes- 
tic arts 

Not only our schools, but the college, 
should have a complete technical depart- 
ment. I should like to see a University 
for the Deaf. Children should give about 
two thirds of their speech training time to 
a trade, and they would have some thing 
of use in the end. 

The next cry fa) for more men teachers, 
and fewer women. 

We have and have had some very noble 
and intelligent lady teachers. Of this there 
can he no doubt. Hut the law should forbid 
a woman teach a boy after he is ten years 
old. 

1 had one of the accomplished teachers of 
the profession, but 1 was a young man, and 
she a stylish modern lady past middle life. 
Instead of having no concern about ray 
overly-done-up toilet, I waa ever wonder 
ing if my pompadour was unrutlled, or 
whether 1 got dust 011 the heel of my shoes 
coming to class, or whether a bit of dan- 
drutf worked loose and dropped on my 
collar. If we had had a man we might 
have gone to class in buckskin breeches 
and coarse boots, an attire most becoming 
and befitting for farmer boys as we were. 
Then we could have studied. 

There are too many advantages in favor 
ol ■ male teacher to enumerate thereon. 

The alumni of any one school can do 
much to remedy this wrong by a united 
stand. It is their duty to see that the deaf 
child gets all he deserves, ami they should 
see that he gets it. Oralisui is the tloixl 
gate that is letting just any thing into Un- 
ion. And it will continue to do so 
uutil the deaf rise up and demand justice. 
Ilusiness is business.

Ida M. Tarbell tells a wonderful 
story ot Lincoln iu the American 
.Magazine. It ,is Billy Brown's ac 
count of Lincoln aud his relations 
with the soldiers. Billy Brown was 
an old Springfield, III., friend of 
Lincoln's. Here is something that 
Lincoln himself once said to Brown: 

" A while after Bull Run I met a 
boy out on the street here on 
crutches, thin aud white, and I 
stopped to ask him about how he 
got hurt. Well Billy, be looked at 
me as hard as nails, and he says : 
•' Be you Abo Lincoln?" aud I said, 
'Yes.' 'Welt', he says, 'all I've got 
to say is you don't know yonr job. 
I enlisted glad enough to do my 
part, and P ve done it, but yon ain't 
doue youru. You promised to feed 
me, aud I marched three days at 
the beginning of these troubles with 
nothing to eat but hardtack and 
two chunks of salt pork, no bread, 
no coffee — aud what I did get 
wasn't regular. They got us up one 
morn in' and inarched us ten miles 
without In oak fast. Do you nail 
that providin' for an army? And 
thev sent us down to fight the Robs 
hi Boil Run, aud wheu we ware 
doin' our best and holdin' ' em — I tell 
you holdin" em — they told us to fall 
back. I swore I wouldn't— I didu't 
come down there for that. They 
made n» — rode me down. I got 
struck — struck in the hack. Struck 
iu the bank, and they left me there 
— uever came for me, never gave

The earliest record concerning 
the deaf is found in the Mosaic law, 
where are the wouls, "Thou shalt 
not enrse the deaf." The" treatment 
they received at that time was, 
therefore, not much better than 
that accorded them somewhat later 
by the Greeks- and Romans, who 
considered them a burden to society 
and to the state, aud disposed of 
them iu a manner similar to that of 
the Spartans, who destroyed or 
abandoned defoimed and sickly in- 
fants. Herodotus, the historian, 
tells of a deaf-mute sou of King 
(Voesus, aud refeis to him repeat- 
edly iu his writings, but no account 
is given of any attempt to edm . 
him. The following anecdote tells 
of his sudden recovery of speech 
and hearing. 

At the taking of the fortified 
town of Sardis, a Persian soldier 
rushed, with drawn sword upon 
Cioesus, whom he did not know, 
with intent to kill, when his deaf- 
mute son witnessing the imminent 
peril of his father suddenly shout- 
ed, " Man, do not. kill Croesus." 
These weie the first words he ever 
spoke, and he continued to speak 
from this on. This is a very won- 
derful story, but it is to be rele- 
gated to the realm of myths. 1 
even if this young man had sud- 
denly obtained his bearing, how 
could iie have spoken? This said 
to have oecunod about 540 it 

The next, record regarding the deaf 
is found during the last century 
B.C. and is related by Pliny in his 
Natural History. He tells us that 
Quietus Pedius, a deaf-mute, was 
instructed iu the art of painting, 
and made very satisfactory progress. 
A deaf-mute relative of Messala, the 
orator and writer, is also said to have 
been taught this art. 

But these are isolated cases, and 
relate to the development of a single 
talent. There is no recognition of the 
possibility of a general mental 
development, and even in the (ilh 
century of the Christian era, the 
laws of Justinian do not allow the 
deaf to holtl property, to make wills 
nor to participate in any manner in 
public affairs. 

It is very strange, indeed, that 
the Greeks as well as the Romans 
did not recognize in the gestures of 
the deaf-mutes the same language 
which they took pains to cultivate for 
their stage performances in the 
shape of pantomime. Their mimical 
had developed this art to a degree 
unknown at the present day. The 
Asiatic ambassador for whose em 
tainmeut Nero exhibited a panto 
mime could ask for no greatei gift 
from his imperial host than the pos- 
session of a mimic actor 

When asked why he desired such 
artist in preference to any costly 
gift within the emperor's power, he 
replied : "Cur neighbors are bar- 
barians, who do not speak our 
language, and it is difficult to obtain 
interpreters. This mimic will be 
able to tell what we want." And in 
spite of this highly perfected gesture 
language and its familiarity to all

ItiH proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
I). I)., hy thi) erection of a Pa-rich 
Building for St. Ann's Chureh for 
Deaf-Motee. The precent Chnrch 
iH situated on I 18th Street, juhI went 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and in built 
Home twcnty-li vc feet hack from the 
line of the itreot to permit the erec- 
tion of snob a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and Hocial life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped (lining bll lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, wliioli 
would have completed the church 
with which bis nniru )iuh always 
been aHHOoiated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it ih suggest ed as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy K 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
dcaf-iuiitcH of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
del Memorial Parish Huilding" will 
be about $:i<),000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life waH devoted to tho 
silent peoples They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
